During the past year 155 persons have. taken out 
books to the number of 1,390. Twenty-three books have 
‘been added to the library by purchase, five have been 
donated by William E. Woods, and one by the executors 
of the estate of Phiny Earle, M. D.

The number of scholars attending school as shown by 
the registers is 75, all of whom are between the ages of 
Six and sixteen. Of this number 32 are boys, and 438, 
girls. 

Three schools were maintained during the spring and 
winter terms, and four during the fall.
